THE CRITICAt POSITION OF 
BRITISH TRADE WITH ORIENTAL 
COUNTRIES,

The followlng abstract ofa most Interesting 
prper, read by-Mr. T. H, Whitebead ata meeting 
of Royal Colonial Institute, held at the Whitehall

In support of this formidable arraignment of 
aur present monetary system, underlying the 

+ noove summary of subjects, he began by showing 
that, according to the Board of Trade returns, 
our fmports far 1891 amounted to’ £445,090, 000, 
whereas for 1894 they only amounted to 
4408,000,,000, thar, ja there wae a falling off In 
the last three years of 427,000,000, On the 

‘ other hand the exports tor 1890 amounted to

exclusively by. English goods, Thus already 
the prolucts “f British Iabour have begun to 
be displaced, and as the Indians and the 
Chinese and Japarese get more accustomed 
to the use of machinery aod to the organisation 
of factortes, the demand for goods produced by 
British labour most fall off more, The question 
of the divergence between gold and’ silver thus 
becomes a most pressin. ‘one, [avolving,-as it 
does, the continued employment of a large 
Bumber of our operatives, and the advisers of 
working men are becoming allve -to the danger 
that threatens them, While the Lancashire 
spioping mills are working af a los: the British 
Consal at Hlogo reports to the Foreign Office 
that twenty-one local cotton mills pald dividends 
in 18gt of 17 per cent. cx an average, the highest 
belng 28 per cent., and the lowest-8 per cent. 
slattc works to-day at ono half the wages 
gold, though at the same wages In silver, that 
he did twenty years ago, whereas the British 
workman has as high wages In: gold as he had 
twenty years ago. The result of this is that the: 
China Mutaal Steamship Co, Ltd., of London, 
hed, owing to low freights and. the neccaslty of 
exerclaing every economy so as to meet the 
severe competition, commenced to make the 
repalre to thelr vessels in Singapore, and in 
China and Japan, and this ds only one Instance of 
the manner tn which British Jabour js belng 
displaced.

still holds that honor it ts not considered lkely 
that he willbe able to get In condition for 
another such successful finish as he made of 
Sullivan's pretensfon to the champtonship—tn 
fact that his racing days are over. Sullivan left 
few friends fo Sydney, and but little Interest was 
taken in the rsce, except that the honor that 
Trickett brought away from the Tyne had gone 
back to the smutty old river, The riverside 
“pab" business which Sulllvan has gone !n for 
for the past two years apparently bas not 
improved him as a sculler,

regalning the champlonship of England, but of 
securing the greater honor of champlon of the

’ ‘The factors that enter most prominently Into 
the nroduction of juvenile offenders: formed the 
subject of x recent r4diess before the Cambridge 
Fthical Soclety, of England, by Rev. W. .D. 
Morrison, of Yondor, Mr. Morsison's dally 
dutles have for years ‘brought him Into close 
contact with Inmates of the reformatorles and 
Industrial schoola to which juvenile delinquents 
are sent. The address Is published In The Jafer- 
wational Fournal of Bthtes (Janurry), and 
extends over twenty pages. We summarize the 
points made as follows :-— : . 

The condittons which produce juvenile crime 
are- divided into ‘two general divistons, those’ 
realding In the crimtnal’s nature (physical and 
mental) and those that are external (home 
influences and econom’e conditions), 

The firet physical factor noted fs that of sex, 
Whether in the prison, the refermatory, or the 
Industrial school, boys outnumber girts “ at least 
five to one.” The theory that the difference In 
soclal functtons ‘accounts for the difference {n 
polnt of crime between the two sexes, Mr, Mor- 
rison subscribes to ina me sure; bot. it does 
not, he thinks, apply to juvenile offenders under 
the age of fourteen before the difference {n social 
fanctlon existed. ; 

“Children under this age are brought up to 
the same way, They are subjected to almost | 
supervision; thelr social life 
's the same: in all its essential features ; 
and yet boys under fourteen. are five tlmes 
more likely to become offenders than giris.” 

The next physical factor referred to fs that of 
“constitutional defects and infirmities.” The 
inmates of reformatory.. Institutions, although 
they mast before admis.ion be certified to as 
sound and healthy, show a rate of mortality 
three limes as high a that of tha general 
Jovenile population ‘of the same age, An 
addittonal slgn of physical degeneracy {fs seen in 
the hizh rate of mortall'y among the parents of 
these Inmates, from thirty-three to forty-five of 
every hundred having lost one or both parents. 
The same'sort of physical tnfertority is seen in 
the measurements given for inmates of a Lane 
cashlre Industrial school, Thus, In stature 
the average measurement of boy inmates of 
thirteen was 53.2 Inches, to an syerage 
of 56.9 inches among boys. of thirteen fo 
the general population: the figures for welght 
oftbetwo classes are, respectively, 72,3 pounds 
to 826 pounds; chest measurement, 326,47 
to 28.3 Inches; span of. arms, 52.43 Inches to
